Ruth "\Vheelcr. 


.New York, March 30.—It needed but 


a. brief examination submitted by the 
police for the grand jury this after- 
noon to return an indictment for mur- 
der in the lirst degree against Albert 
W. Wolter. the youth held tor killing 
15-year-old 
Ruth 
Wheeler. 
Wulter 


will probably bo brought to trial ntxt 
Monday. 


Although so far as known Wolter 


had not retracted his promise to "tell 
everything on Wednesday." there was 
apparently little expectation in police 
circles thai a 
confession would be 


forthcoming from him today. 


Instead, preparations wer-j made to 


present the case of the youthful pris- 
oner to the grand jury with request 
for an indictment for 
first 
degree 


murder based on the charge that Wol- 
ter strangled Miss Wheeler. 15-year- 
old stenographer, and then burned her 
body while she was still alive but un- 
conscious. 


Officials of the district attorney's 


office today reiterated their intention 
to rush Wolter's case to speedy trial. 
Wallace D. Scott, who has been re- 
tained by the young man's parents as 
counsel, declares, however, that the 
defense means to have something to 
say about this case and that it will 
not be tried until it is fully prepared. 
Mr. Scott says and he avers, moreover, 
that he has a good defense for the 
19-year-old youth. 


Wolter Held for Trial. 


As the first step in the process of 


hurrying Wolter to trial a formal in- 
quest into Ruth Wheeler's death was 
held today. The coroner's jury, after 
hearing the evidence, held Wolter for 
the grand jury. 


Wolter at the Inquest presented a 


remarkable 
contrast to the dapper. 


Immaculately dressed youth who only 
a few days ago mado his first, entry 
Into the case. Kate Mueller, his young 
woman companion, who is being de- 
tained in the case, came Into court 
shortly after Wolter. 
She glanced at 


the prisoner, hut he took no notice of 
her.Both Pearl and Adelaide Wheeler, 
tho sisters of the dead. girl, testified to 
the facts concerning the search for 
Ruth and identified as belonging to her 
various articles 
found 
In Wolter's 


rooms and In the bundle containing 
the, body which was thrown Into a. 
ya.rd of the Wolter bouse from the 
fire escape where a. neighbor discov- 
ered the package. 


Mueller Girl a Witness. 


Katie Mueller testified to Wolter's 


mysterious movements about the. fire- 
place on the night of the murder. She 
Identified an umbrella 
produced 
in 


court as one she had seen for the first 
time since last Friday night at the 
Seventy-fiflh street house where Ruth 
Wheeler's body was discovered. This 
umbrella, identified by Pearl Wheeler 
as the one her sister took upon leav- 
ing home last Thursday morning, was 
found In the apartments to 
which 


Wolter and Katie Mueller moved last 
Saturday. 
Wolter was not represented by coun- 


sel, neither was he asked to testify.

Indianapolis, March 30.—The officers 


and members of the national executive 
board of the United Mine Workers ar- 
rived at noon today from Cincinnati 
and this afternoon the hoard held a 
meeting at the headquarters of the 
organization to discuss details of the 
campaign the miners of the several 
districts a.re making for increase of 
waxes fl"d improvement of working 
conditions.

Some heated Discussion developed at 


the session of the Allen County Medi- 
ca.l society in the court house assembly 
room last night, following the presen- 
tation of a letter which had been writ- 
ten some time ago by Dr. C. E. Bar- 
nett, president of the society, to Gov 
ertior Marshall. In the letter Dr. Bar- 
nett called attention to alleged viola- 
tion of ethics and questionable prac- 
tices of certain physicians in Fort 
Wayne, and he attached thereto volu- 
minous clippings from the local news- 
papers tending to illustrate hjs con- 
tention. Dr. Barnett's official positioi 
apparently gave his communicattoi 
the additional weight of the society's 
sanction, and it was asserted that this 
was unwarranted, inasmuch as the so- 
:iety had never taken action in the 
matter. 
After prolonged discussion 


the matter was referred to a special 
committee, which Dr. Barnett as pres- 
ident of the society tnust name, for 
the investigation of the charges con- 
tained in his letter. 


Dr. Barnett declared that his letter 


had -been written as a personal com- 
munication ami not as the action of the 
medical society; that he was Inter- 
ested in eliminating from tne medical 
profession In Fort Wayne all "quacks" 
and those engaged in unprofessional 
practices, and that he had written the 
governor in order to learn what could 
be done toward that end. The letter, 
he said, he supposed would go to the 
attorney general, but it had been re- 
ferred to the state board of medical 
examination ami registration, and the 
matter was brought up In the society's 
meeting by Dr. .T. M. DInnen, a. mem- 
ber of that hoard. Dr. DInnen said he 
had presumed that Dr. Barnett's letter 
was the outcome of action taken by_ 


he medical society at some meeting 
it which he was not present. 


During the storm1 there was an at- 
empt at adjournment, but this was 
defeated, and the matter was threshr.l 
mt 'at length, ending with the referring 
of Dr. Barnett's letter, submitted liy 
Dr. Dinnen. to the special committee 
to he named as provided for in the so- 
clety'e by-laws. In the letter to the 
governor, dated January 25, Dr. Bar- 
lett names several practicing physi- 
cians and one or two drugstores which 


believes should be the subject of 


corrective measures. In his statement 
;o the society Dr. Barnett insisted that 
its action had been prompted by no 
ill-will, and was not directed speci- 
fically against any definite number of 
physicians, and that he had been in- 
spired only by a desire to bring about 
a better state of affairs In the profes- 
sion locally.

.emocracy. and in it too. our republican 
fiends claim to find foundation for their 
policies.

It Is grounded first upon the everlasting 
doctrine of "eo.ual rights to all and spe- 
cial 'privileges to none." Democracy be- 
lieves alone In the constitution as a rule 
of legislative action and that only in a 
close and patient observance of'the pow- 
ers therein contained can the republic be 
preserved. Democracy if forever opposed 
to the theory lately obtained'that If the 
states do not exercise those powers es- 
pecially reserved, that the federal gov- 
ernment may appropriate those -powers 
for its own. 
Democracy would forever
